Ride and Go Armed, and fo; their ſo doing, have 
ſometimes inliſted on Licences fozmerly Gzanted, 
which have bern Re-called and made Uoid by Sub- 
| ſcquent Oꝛders of this Boazd, and Pzoclamations 
Ilſued to that purpoſe, o: by Statutes made in 
* this Kingdom ſince the Date of ſuch Licences ; 
ST VIVID and others have wholly Falſified and Counterkeited 
Licences to Carry Arms, as if the ſame had bern Gzanted by this Board, 
whereas in Truth never ſuch were given ; andothers have Razed and Altered 
Licences duly Gzanted, and Inſerted other Chriſtian Names then thoſe 
which were in ſuch Licences ac Gzanting the ſame, by means whereof the Ju⸗ 
ſtices of Peace and Magiſtrates have bern deccived, and not put the Laws in 
— oo the ſaid Delinquents, belicving ſuch Licences to be Authen⸗ 
ck and Real. 

We have fo: the Remedyping the ſaid Evil, thought fit to Re-call all Licen⸗ 
ces whatſoever to bear Arms, fozmerly Gzantced to any Papilt in this Kings 
dom, and fo declare the ſame to be no longer of Fozce; and to Require all per⸗ 
ſons whatſoever having ſuch Licences, to bing in and Lodge the ſame with 
the Clerk of the Council, on oz befoze the Firſt day of March next enſuing. 
Nevertheleſs We do hereby Declare, that all perſons who are by the Laws 
of this Kingdom, Intituled to bear Arms, ſhall upon their 2 on to this 
Board, have New Licences granted them without any F& to be paid foz 
the ſame, to enable chem to carry ſuch Arms as by the Law they are Mua- 
lified to bear: But if any Papiſt ſhall after the ſaid Firſt Day of March next 
enſuing, pielume to carry Arms, by Uertue oꝛ under Colour of any Licence 
fo:merly in that behalf co him Gzanted, We do hereby Will and Require all 
Juſtices of Peace and other Pagiſtrates, to p:oced againſt ſuch Perſons fox 
their ſo doing, and to put the Law in due and ſtrice Execution againſt them, 
ſuch Licences foꝛmerly Gzanted notwithſtanding.
